~ the face of ‘the fact that Mrs. Harrison, only a 
few weeks ago, came out in an interview, 
in which she said that the president 
had very decided scruples against 
purchasing property and using his position to 
enhance its value. Evidently there were no 

_ geruples on the part of other members of the 
family, for the transaction had been completed 
and the deeds recorded when Mrs. Harrison 
made the statement. 

The deeds are recorded at Rockville, Md., 
the county seat of Montgomery county, and 
about twelve miles from the city. If the presi- 
dent does not use his position for speculating 
purposes, Mrs. Harrison as a speculator is a 
decided success. Besides this property she has 
her Cape May cottage, and the chances are 
that when the little man leaves the white 
house he will be something like~a million- 
aire. However, the wealth will be in 
the name of his wife. The little fellow is 
operating from behind the skirts of his wife, 
and what is more, he is allowing the other fel- 
low to put up the money. Harrison hasa 
pickup, so to speak, but it is the greatest sean- 
dal which has ever disgraced the white house. 

TURNING OUT THE DEMOCRATS.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—The resolution offered 

yesterday in:the senate by Mr. Allison, making it 

in order, in the consideration of appropriation 


bills, to move to limit the debate on the amend- 


ments to five minutes for each senator, was pre- 
sented.

After a long debate upon.a line with those of 
the two or three preceding days, the amendment 
was agreed to. 

Q heramendments recommended by the com- 
mittee on appropriations were agreed to, including 
the following: “Striking out the item of $720,00v 
for the irrigation survey; the item of $50,000 for 
engraving maps, andthe item of $7,500 for the 
rent of office roomsin Washington.” The bill was 
then laid aside, sixty-thiree pages having been 
Tapes of out of a total of 114. 

Mr. Allison gave notice that he would ask the

The House Takes Up the 
age’”’ Bill. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, 
asked the unanimous consent of the house for the 
immediate consideration of the joint-resolution 
providing that nothing in the diplomatic and con- 
sular appropriation bill shall be eonetrucd to. de- 
lay or interrupt the prompt transaction, publica- 
tion And distribution of the reports of the pro- 
ceedings of the international! conferetce, 

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, objected. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, for the committee on 
rules, reported a resolution providing that the 
house shall immediately proceed to the considera- 
tien of the “original package” bill, the previous 
question to be considered as. ordered on Monday, 
after the reading of the journal, and that the 
house shall consider the bankruptcy bill, the pre- 
vious question to be considered as ordered on 
Wednesday, after the reading of the journal. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, raised the ques- 
tion of consideration. 

The house decided—yeas 315, nays 55—to con- 
sider the resolution, One hundred and twenty- 
four members were announcedas pairedon this 


vote. 

Mr. McMillin, fof Tennessee, said that the order 
provided two days for the consideration of each of 
these important measures. Exception was made 
of the conference reports on appropriation bills. 
The conference report on the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill was now pending. Its consid- 
eration might consume three-quarters of the time 
set apart for the consideration of the original 
package and bankruptcy bills. Thetime wabhized 
for a final yete on these measures without 
regard to the status in which they 
were when that, time arrived. He 
believed that the house of representatives 
ought to be a house of representatives. It ought 
no longer to be a government of. the house by the 
committee on rules, but ought to be a goyernment 
of the house by the house itself. It was a method 
of proceeding to which he objected. The house 
was no longer a deliberative body. The only de- 
liberative bedy which the + had was the 
senate of the United States. Measures of the im- 
portance of those mentioned inthe resolutions 
should receive the deliberate consideration of the 
house, 

At the suggestion of Mr. Adams, of Illinois, the 
resolution was inodified so as to provide that ap- 
propriation bills shall not interfere with the con- 
sideration of the two bills, and the resolution was 
then adopted. 

The “original packago” bill was then taken up. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor, in ‘advocating the measure, 
said that never had such a blew been given to 
state sovereignty and state rights as had been 
given by the ascertainment that under the consti- 
tution of the United States a citizen of a foreign 
state might take into another state any property 
that was a subject of commerce and there sell it 
without the liability of the burden of taxation. 
He did not advocate the bill in the interest of any 
prohibition party or any prohibition sentiment, 
Dut because the best interests of the whole people 
demanded its passage. While he infinitely pre- 
ferred the house substitute, he feared that its 
adoption, would endanger legislation, and conse- 
quently he advised the adoption of the senate bill. 

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, argued against the 
constitutionality of the proposed legislation. For 
one, he was not bya to vote for a measure that 
made his state a mendicant, asking for the privil- 
ege of increasing police power that she never 
delegated to cohgress and which was inherent in 
her. If the house substitue should became a law, 
it would be as well to strike from the-constitution 
the clause giving congress the right to make 
commercial regulations, Commercial chaos would 
ensue. When _ this eposition became a 
law our great commercial supremacy would top-

- A ORY FOR HELP 


FROM THE ROOF OF A SEVEN STORY 
BUILDING ; 


WHILE THE FLAMES WERE BELOW. 


Burning of the Weatern Union Building in 
New York—Narrow Escape of Some 
of the Telegraphers. 


New York, July 18.—The Western Union 
Telegraph building caught fire at 7 o’clo¢k 
this morning... The distributing room on the 
fifth floor, ‘the operating room on the floor 
above and the testaurant‘on the seventh floor 
were completely destroyed, and seven: lives 
were miraculously saved. ; 

A few minutes before 7 o’elock this morn- 
ing the operators began to arrive to go‘ to 
work. About fifty men and young women had 
reached the operating reom. A messenger 
boy, of the name of Matthews, saw a puff of 
smoke under atable in the distributing room 
on the floor below the operating room. He 
scarcely had time to investigate the cause, 
when the wooden table was in flames, and the 
fire spreading with lightning rapidity. He 
rusfied up stairs to notify the new arrivals that 
the building was on fire. They were com- 
pelled to go through the distributing room to 
get down stairs. 

A PANIO ENSUES, 

A panic was the result of the messenger’s infor- 
mation, and young women screamed, while men 
rushed pell mell down the stairs ¢6 eseape the 
flames, which, in less than two minutes, had 
spread almost over the entire distributing room, 
burning up Wires, instruments and ‘tables, as if 
they were so much tinder. The entire room, when 
the panic-stricken erowd passed through.it, was 
filled with dense estifting smeke. They fell over 
each other in their wild efforts to reach a place of 
safety. The messenger, and an operator ‘by'the 
name of Skidmore, were the only two persons who 
retained presence of mind enough to take ‘inthe 
awful situation. The boy rushed down stairs and 
out of the building and sent out an alarm, while 
Skidmore got down a fire extinguisher 
and endeavored to quench the tlames,, He saw it 
was impossible to be of any service, and to save 
himeelf rushed forthe stairway before the fire 
should overtake him. 

By this time the flames had reached the ceil- 
ing of the distributing room, and. were eating 
their way through to the operating reom, where 
the instruments that connect with wires that 
distribute the news throughout the country, 
were located. 

SEVEN PERSONS ON THE ROOF. 

In less time than it takes to tell this, the entire 
floor was ablaze, and the flames were eating their 
way to the floor abuve; where the Western Union 
companys restaurant was located. 

Just abewt this time itflashed upon the minds 
of the frightened persons, who had escaped, that 
there were seven others on the restaurant floor 
who had not been warned of their danger. All 
exit had by this time been cut off by which these 
persons could escape, and they’ were not warned 
of their danger until the smoke. rushed up ‘the 
Stairway, leading to the operating room, in yol- 
umes. There were four men and three women. 
Seeing escape cut off from every quarter, there 
wasan awiul panic. The young women: were 
waiters in the restaurant, and the men 
were cooks and choremen. The 
women rushed around the restaurant 
sereaming and wringing their hands, but none of 
them fainted. One of the men finding it hot 
there, with no possible means to escape dewn- 
ward, rushed for. the scuttle hole.in the roof. , The 
trap door was pushed off and the prisoners 
climbed to the roof. 

The streets surrounding the building were a 
perfect sea of faccs of persons on their -way to 
work, The flames were shooting out ef, the front 
windows and volumes of smoke puffed heaven- 
ward. Under the eaves of the building the flames 
were shooting, and the building seemed to be 
crowned with fire. When the crowds on the 
street saw the menand women rush ont on the 
roof a cry of horror went up, for it did not seem 
possible that they could be rescued. 

“POR GOD’S SAKE SAVE USs!”’ 

The women onthe roof screamed and wrung 
their hands, and the men yelled: “For God's sake 
do something to saveus!’ Thé first engiue had 
arrived before the terrifying scene was presented 
on the roof, and avelume of water was pouring 
into the burning building, which cracked and 
hissed and spluttered. A second alarm was sent 
out, followed immediately bya third. Ina few 
minutes there were fourteen engines and hook 
and ladder companies and a water tower on the 
grownd. Water poured in through the windows 
and beat down upon the roof. But the flames 
were stubborn, in spite of the tons of water 
poured upon them. Water poured from the roof to 
the sidewalks, like cataracts, from all sides, and 
spray was dashed hundreds of feet in every direc- 
tion. Stillthe human beings were helpless on 
the roof, They could jbe seen like spectres en- 
veloped in smoke and mist. All of the houses 
surrounding the building were much lower than 
the roof of the Western Union, and for those on 
top of it it meant death. Two lines of hose were 
runup through the building in Dey street, and 
two heavy streams played on the rear of the build- 
ing, from which the flames and smoke were pour- 
ing as furiously as from the frent. 

Still noeffort had been made to save the terri- 
fled men and women on the roof. 

THE BRAVE FIREMEN, 

It now looked as if the seven could be saved 
only by a miracle. A long ladder was rushed 
upon .the roof of 8 Dey street. and placed 
against the rearof the burning building. It did 
not reach within fifty feet of the roof of the big 
telegraph building! Undaunted, however, two 
firemen scaled the ladder. Leaving itat the top 
they threw a rope to the roof. It was caught and 
tied by the brave girls who seemed never to lose 
their nerve. The two firemen pulled themselves up 
hand over hand until they reached the top. 

Amid cheers from the thousands below they let 

the seven down to places of It was ac- 
complished just in time, for the flames burst u 
through the cornice and soon enveloped the roof. 
The tower of the building was caught up by the 
flames. The tons upon tons of water, however, 
began to have a telling éffect. It was a beautiful 
and at the same time a terrifying sight to see the 
fire shoot out from the windows around the entire 
building, fully fifty feet, and blown back like 
ea fiery tongues to lick the roof of the build- 
ng. It was not long, oust. before they grew 
smaller, until finally they died away altogether 
and left the smoky and charred bricks where the 
window frames had been. 


THE BUILDING RUINED. 

The entire upper part of the building was gutted 
and every instrument. and wire rendered useless. 
How the fire originated no one seems to know 
positively, but itis surmised that tWo of the com- 
pany’s electric wires became crossed and set the 
flooring on fire. At this time the loss cannot. be 
estimated, but it will be great. 

Had the fire broken eut an hourdater the lossiof 
life would have been enormous, . Fully seven 
hundred girls and men are employed on these two

‘BROKERS WITHOUT BUSINESS, 

By 'the-fire the commercial exuhanges are com- 
pletely cut off from all of their telegraphic con- 
nections, The cetten, coffee, and produce ex- 
changes depend on the Western Union company 
to distribute theif quotations over the tickers.

THE FIRE DISCOVERED. 

The first man to discover the fire was Operator 
A. M. Lewis. He had just finished sendinga 
message and looked up at the big clock for the 
time tomark it. It was just 7o’lock and ag he 
wrote the figures on the back of the message, 
there came to his nose a smell of rubber burning. 
There was no mistaking that peculiar odor and as 
he looked up, never dreaming what was to follow, 
he sawa thin and almost transparefit film of 
smoke come bursting and curiing from the net- 
work of distributing rings.

The contents splashed 
out when the glass vessels broke, and the liquid 

uttered alittieasit metthetire. That was about 
all the visible effect. Hand grenades couldnot 
fight a fire like this. 

r. Tobin called to a boy who was nearest him— 
he was Warty Deyle, a messenger. “Go down 
stairs as fast as your legs will let you,”’ he said, 
“and send out an alarni,”’ and the Irttle fellow ran 
with a white face to the stairway in the northwest 
corner of the room and stumbled down the iron 
stairs at a pace he had never known before.

BUCHA)D AN WILL BE GOFERNOR OF 
TENNESSEE. 


HE IS NOMINATED BY ACCLAMATION. 


The Opposing Candidates Withdraw, One 
After Another, and Leave the Field 
to Mr. Buchanan. 


NASHNILLE, Tenn., July 18.-—[Special.J— 
The deadlock in the democratic state conven- 
tion is broken, and the farmers’ candidate, 
Hon. John P. Buchanan, president of the 
Farmers’ and Laborers’ union, is the nominee 
for governor. 

The Buchanan men held another meeting 
this morning and adepted a resolution to stand 
by their candidate.

On the twenty-fourth ballot, Buchanan 
received 739, Patterson 448 and Baxter 360. 

The twenty-fifth ballot was taken amid 
much excitement and resulted: Buchanan 
801, Patterson 433, Baxter 370. 

THE NOMINATION MADE. 

By the time the twenty-fifth ballot was con- 
cluded, it was seen that Buchanan had a 
majority of the votes, and one county after 
another changed to Buchanan. 

General Jackson withdrew Jere Baxter’s 
name and cast eighty-six votes for Bachanan. 

Thomas Jackson of Shelby county fellowed 
immediately with the withdrawal of Josiah 
Patterson, and.moved that Mr. Buchanan be 
nominated by acclamation.

JION. H.R. HARRIS CHALLENGED ON 
A QUESTION OF VERACITY 


By Jadge B.C. Terrell-—A Promiso Made in 
1884 the Bone of Contention—What 
Judge Terrell Has to Say. 


LaGRANGE, Ga., July 18.—[Special.]—The 
political situation in the fourth district is 
growing intensely interesting, especially In 
Troup county, one of the few counties in the 
district which has no candidate. Theré are 
five candidates in the field: Gorman, of Tal- 
bot, Grimes, of Muscogee, Harris, of Meri- 
wether, Moses, of Coweta, and Harris, of 
Carroll, though the latter is not actively 
engaged in the canvass.

WHAT JUDGE FERRELL HAS TO SAY, 

Judge B. C. Ferrell, of LaGrange, one of 
the most influential men in the county, pub- 
lishes the following card in this week’s 
Reporter, and the outcome is being watched 
with some anxiety by friends of Judge Ferrell 


and Colonel Harris: 

Mr. Editor: In a speech made by Colonel H. 
R. Harris, at Hamilton, Jaly 12th, he denied that 
he said he would not be a candidate for congress 
again. I presume he referred to the statement 
made by myself and others that he agreed, in 
1884, if his political opponents would cease their 
opposition, take him up, nominate and elect him 
to congress that year, he would not be a candidate 
again in the fourth district for congress. If this 
is what he intended to deny, all I have to Say now 
in relation to his denialis, that he uttered a fasle- 
hood in the broadest signification of the terin. 
This denial of his precipitates an issue 
of veracity between the gentieman and 
myself before the people of Troup county. He 
knows that I have repeatedly said to various per- 
sons in Troup, friends as well as opponents of his,

He also warned his hearers 
against demagogues who wished to use the alliance 
for climbing into office. In speaking of the sub- 
treasury scheme, he expressed some doubt; but 
said the evils which it sought to relieye were real, 
and expressed a belief that the agitation of the 
subject would cause some better plan of relief to 
be devised if this is not just and expedient.

Worth, Early, Brooks and Berrien haye al- 
ready instructed their delegates for him, while 
Calhoun instructs for Wootten and Terrell for 
Guerry. | 

The vote today stands, Turner eight, Wootten 
two and Guerry two. 

But Wootten is not a candidate, and while 
Guerry would accept the nomination, he does 
not desire to be placed in the attitude of a can- 
didate. Rushin has retired and Thomas 
county will go for Turner. Colonel Hawes is 
out of the race and Decatur will most likely 
go for Turner. Lowndes, Thomas, Mitchell, 
Colquitt, Dougherty and Baker counties will 
add fourteen votes to the eight already se- 
cured, giving Turner three votes to spare.

Mr. Turner visited Worth, Early and Ber- 
rien counties, and talked to the farmers before 
they acted, and he successfully overthrew 
what opposition there was to him. <Aé one 
meeting, when he concluded his speech, the 
president of the alliance ofthe county rose, 
and said that he was entirely satisfied with 
Mr. Turner’s views, ahd madea motion that 
the meeting endorse him, which was done 
unanimously. Everywhere he has spoken the 
farmers have gone to him by the score and 
pledged their support. 

Rey. M. C. Rushin, aman of greatinfluence 
in the alliance, has implored his brothers 
in the order not to make 
any fight against Mr. Turner 
this year, and his views seem to prevail in 
this end of the district at least. 

JUDGE GUERRY’S CANDIDACY. 

The effort to bring Mr. Guerry into the 
fight, has practically failed. The alliance- 
men in the middle and eastern portions of the 
district were not pleased at the action of the 
Albany caucus. They say Judge Guerry is a 
non-allianceman, and not a farmer, and they 
do not know whether or not he favors the sub- 
treasury bill.

ATLANTA, ere JULY 19, 
A Word to Democratic Senators. 

The New York Mail and Express, which 
fs tooth and toc nail for the federal force 
and fraud bill, permits its Washington cor- 
respondent to say that there will be some 
“‘factious’’ opposition to a change of the 
rules in the senate for the purpose of forcing 
the election bill through that body. This 
opposition, according to the correspondent, 
will come from Edmunds of Vermont, Teller 
of Colorado, and Plumb of Kansas—Mr. 
Edmunds having declared from the chair of 
the caucus that he would do everything he 
could to prevent a change of the rules so as 
to limit debate on any subject. 

There is no doubt, however, that what 
the correspondent calls the ‘‘factious’’ oppo- 
Bition of these senators will disappear when- 
ever Speaker Reed, the leader of the repub- 
lican conspirators, cracks the party whip. 
When the critical moment comes, the repub- 
licans will be found banded together in the 
effort to apply the Reed gag rules in the 
senate. 

Under these circumstances, what is the 
duty of the democratic senators? They owe 
it to their party, to the country and to them- 
selves to resist the passage of the federal 
force and fraud bill by every means in their 
power. Itis their duty, therefore, to fight 
every measure and to oppose to the last 
every effort looking towards the enactment 
of the force bill intoa law. They should 
concentrate their opposition to this measure 
by resisting to the last the adoption of the 
Reed gag rules. 

The situation is this: For nearly one 
hundred years—through a tremendous civil 
war and the chaotic experiences of the re- 
construction—the senate has acted under 
the existing rules. It is now proposed by 
the republican conspirators, in the face of 
public disapproval, to change these time- 
honored rules in order to force through the 
the senate a partisan measure that will have 
the effect uf demoralizing the industrial as 
well as the political south. 

If the republican caucus decides to change 
the rules, 23 it undoubtedly will, it then be- 
comes the duty of the democrats to resist 
the change. Itis better for them to skir- 
mish and filibuster on the rule than to post 
pone these tactics. In fact, the defeat of 
the gag rule scheme is now the only hope of 
the democrats and of the country, for if that 
scheme is adopted the federal force and 
fraud bill is bound to become a law. 

In this matter, the democratic senators 
should take an aggressive position from the 
start and be prepared to fight it out on that 
line allsummer. ‘The defeat of the gag rule 
is’ the only hope of the south and of the 
country. 


The European Outlook. 

“The map of Europe may undergo remark- 
able changes in the course of the next year 
or two. 

‘From St. Petersburg to London there is 
uneasiness in every cabinet, and active prep- 
arations in military circles. 

Hardly a single country in Europe feels 
secure. England is at odds with France 
over the Newfoundland fishery question 
with Turkey over the occupation of Egypt, 
with this country in regard to the Behring 
sea matter, and with Russia on general prin- 
ciples. There isa war cloud in the Balkan 
region. Burning issues threaten to precipi- 
tate a conflict between Austria and Russia, 
Germany and Lussia, and France and Ger- 
many. 

The atmosphere is decidedly gunpowdery, 
and it is difficult to see how the situation 
can remain peacefulkmuch longer. When 
the next war breaks out there will bea 
change of boundaries. Russia may capture 
Constantinople and get a foothold in India. 
France will try to regain Alsace and Lor- 
raine. Egypt will fall to one of the great 
powers. 

But the field of speculation is too wide 
toenter upon. We must wait and see what 
comes out of the clash | of arms. 


_A South American Republic, 
Since the Pan-American council our poli- 
ticians and newspapers have talked a good 
deal of nonsense about our sister republics 
of South America. 
Some of these sister republics have been 
despotisms from first to last. Take the 
single instance of Paraguay. God made 
that country a paradise, but man. has made 
ita hell. From 1816 to 1840Francia held un- 
disputed sway. He called himself. ‘‘Su- 
preme and Perpetual Dictator.’’ He was a 
man of culture, determined, cold-blooded 
and merciless. He raised a strong army, 
levied taxes to snit his pleasure on the 
wealthy, used the public treasury'as his own, 
and made it a capital crime for a citizen to 
leave the country. The only good thing that 
he did was to establish under bayonct rule a 
perfect system of agriculture. which the 
farmers were not permitted to modify or 
abandon. 
Francia was not'an exceptional ruler so far 
as Paraguay is concerned. As late as the 
period between 1865 and 1870 General Lopez 
proved himself a tyrant of the first order. 
This man butchered several hundred prison- 
- ers of war because it was inconvenient to 

take care of them. He punished a colonel 
* who lost a battle by shooting his wife and 
mother. He murdered hisold playmate and 
friend, the bishop of Paraguay. He put in 
irons and tortured statesmen, jurists, old 
mien, children and lovely women. He put 
his younger brother to the torture, and killed 
his brother-in-law. He flogged his two sis- 
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army for five months. He put his seventy | 


year old mother in prison for two years, and 
then compelled her at the church altar to 
renounce her other children as traitors and 
declare himself her only child, telling her 
that death was the alternative. 

Other South American republics have @ 
pretty black record. They are republican 
only in form. Perhaps if we cultivate inti- 
mate commercial relations with them the 
situation will gradually improve, but the 
fact cannot be denied that free government 
in South America is a delusion and a snare. 
The brief chapter that we have given of 
Paraguayan history will throw some light 
upon the methods of government in the 
countries south of us. 


Hon. James FF, O’Neill, 

The interview with Hon. James F. 
O’ Neill, published elsewhere in THE Con- 
STITUTION, shows the character of the man, 
and of those who cast more than a thou- 
sand votes for him in Wednesday’s primary, 
there is not a man who will not be glad of 
having done so, after reading the mony 
sentiments expressed therein. 

It is not often, in defeat, that a man can 
review his campaign as cheerfully ands 
complacently as does Mr. O'Neill. There 
are no charges or rebukes, no evidences of 
petty spite or jealousy. He calmly accepts 
the situation, with a good word for his suc- 
cessful competitors, and with expression of 
his determination to push the practice of his 
profession just as if there had been no elec- 
tion. 

The average man would not have viewed 
the situation as does Mr. O'Neill, and the 
way in which he demonstrates his manhood 
entitles him to as much praise in defeat as 
there would have been occasion for congrat- 
ulation in victory. Mr, O'Neill is yet a 
young man—unusually young to have ac- 
complished as much as he has, Yet several 
years on the sunny side of thirty, he has 
represented his county with credit to him- 
self and profit to his constituents. 

He will be heard fromin future. His 
ability is recognized; his friends are earnest 
and loyal, and his liberality is demonstrated 
by his manly remarks in today’s CONSTITU- 
TION.

The Carolina Democracy. 

It is only necessary to read the utterances 
of some of the leading democratic papers of 
South Carolina to perceive that the political 
situation in that state is rapidly going from 
bad to worse. The partisanship of both 
factions of democrats has been carried to the 
most extreme limits, and unless the demo- 
crats of that state shall come to their senses 
and realize the all-important fact that there 
is a more important issue than Tillman or 
anti-Tillman, it is to be feared that in the 
excess of their epposition the democrats will 
deliberately turn South Carolina over to the

The campaign for and against Tillman has 
not been a happy episode in Carolina poli- 
ties.

,are not greater than those with 
whic cle the pécalled ‘straightouts’’ regard 
the Tillmarf democrats. 
all, however, on both sides, is a spirit of in- 
tolerance which has no-place in modern pol- 
itics, and which is out of tune with this day 
and generation and discreditable to reason- 
ing men. 

THE CONSTITUTION has taken a good deal 
of interest in the Carolina campaign. One 
of its staff correspondents was dispatched to 
report two or three of the most interesting 
discussions between Tillman and his oppo- 
nents, and its resident correspondents have 
fully supplemented these reports in order 
that our readers might be kept fully in- 
formed as to the progress and development 
of this interesting, and, in many respects, 
unique campaign. Our opinion is that there 
has been an excess of heat and fury on 
both sides.

The result of this conferenes was 
the resolutions which we commentéd on the 
other day, providing fora pripkary. r¢leetion 
in the nomination of a candidate® for gov- 
ernor. cf ae 

The Charleston News and Courier says 
that ‘‘the demand of the 8traightéut demo- 
cratic conference that the August. .comyen- 
tion shall direct that the delegates’ to “the 
September convention shall be chosen by 
primary election cannot be disregarded;”’ 
that ‘‘to select the delegates by any other 
plan will cause a split in the party.’’ Such 
dogmatism as this will certainly prove to be 
galling to the democrats who are supporting 
Tillman, and it is probably intended to have 
that effect. But who will be responsible for 
the split in theparty, if it comes—the-oppo- 
nents of Tillman, who have set up this ulti- 
matum, or the followers of Tillman, who 
will insist on choosing delegates according 
to the methods established ‘by the democratic 
party of the state? 

The Greenville News, which has strongly 
opposed Tillman, perceives the danger to the 
state that lurks behind this unofficial ulti- 
matum, perceives the disaster that must fol- 
low from a split organized by a minority— 
and says it will support Tillman if he is 
nominated, though it believes that thé 
August convention will refuse to order pri- 
maries. This means that the Greenville 
News will bow to the will of the majority, 
and it is not only the spirit of genuine de- 
mocracy, but the spirit that will prove to be 
the salvation of South Carolina. 

Commenting on the announcement of the 
Greenville News, however, the Charleston

BisHop A. W, WILSON, of the Methodist Episeo- 
pal church, south, began a journey around the 
world from Baltimore on Monday, and for the 
third time has left hia hometo visit the missions 
establishea by his church in Asiatic countries. At 
Vancouver Bishop Wilson will take passage on the 
steamer Batavia, and expects to reach Yokohama, 
in Japan, fifteen days later. At Yokohama he will 
take the steamer for Kobe, a large city in Japan,the 
center of the mission work in that country of the 
southern Methodist church. He will visit all the 
missions in that neighborhood, twelve in number, 
and, before his departure, will organize a confer- 
ence. The southern Methodists began work in 
Japan four years ago and now have there twelve 
ministers, all native Americans, with 400 church 
members, In October Bishop Wilson will leave 
for China to preside over the annual session of 
the Chinese conference, and will remain there 
until December 1. The work of the chureh 
in China is confined to one prévineé, which 
has a population of 36,000,000. Shanghai, where 
the conference will be held, is the chief city of the 
province. The Chinese mission was established in 
1548. The conference now inéludes thirty-two 
ministers, twenty of whom are native Chinese, 
The bishop’s next visit will-be to the island of 
Java, celebrated for its beanty, and afterward) té 
Burmah and Siam, where he will see What 
Baptist missionaries have accomplished.

HIS DEFEAT. 


A Manly Talk Which Will Be Read With In- 
terest— What Friends from Different 
Parts of the State Say. 


Hon. James F. O’Neill was busy in his of- 
Geo yesterday afternoon, trying with the aid of 
@ stenographer to catch up with what'seemed to 
be a big accumulation of business. 

“Am trying to make up for lost time now,” 
qas Mr. O’ Neill’s greeting toa CONSTITUTION 
geporter who called to see him. He seemed to 
be in the most cheerful spirits as he dictated 
Husiness letters and talked politics in the same 
breath. 

“To what cause do you attribute your de- 
feat?’’ he was asked. 

“Well, the inain reason, as far as I can judge, 
as that I did not have votes enough.” 

“Rut, seriously speaking, were there not 
gome other causes which contributed to your 
defeat ?”’ 

“Well, there doubtless were; but I am not 

pared to give the reasons just now, One 
thing is certain: both myself and friends were 
overconfident. We did not think that there 
could be a doubt of it, and hundreds did not 
go to the polls because they felt sure that I 
would be sent back. Then again, there were 
hundreds of young men who owned no real 
estate, who did not think it necessary to reg- 
ister, as they felt sure I would goin anyhow. 
This also contributed to defeat me. And 
ander the requrements of the new 
registration law, they did not know 
either how to register or how to vote and that 
shut outa large number of the friends of all 
candidates. In fact, those who registered did 
not do so forthe purpose of voting, but as a 
mereincident of the payment of their taxes. 
Then there was a large number of young 
men who let the time slip by for registering, 
and when the day of election came they had 
no vote and were shut out. They should look 
to this in the future. Again, not half of even 
those who registered voted. I have no doubt 
whatever that if there had beena full vote 
polled that I would have developed the 
strength that my friends Knew I possessed, 
and that I would have been elected.”’ 

“Are there any other reasons which you can 
suggest?” 

“Woll, one is the fact of the m@gjority 
against me in the county this time when two 
years ago it went for me almost solidly. This 
was a surprise to me, from the faet that I had 
introduced and passed a bill which had se- 
cured to the people of the country 

recincts representation on the board of county 
commissioners, Which they had long desired but 
had never been able to obtain before. This 
pill I had passed as a matter of justice, though 
I lest a few friends in the city by so doing. 
But it scems that the country ignored entirely 
the work that I haddone. 

“T have, however, no complaints to make. 
My defeat is due to my own inactivity and 
overcontidence. I thought of course that my 
course in the last legislature would be en- 
dorsed by the people and did not trouble to 
make an active canvass. I have, however, 
the consolation of knowing that out of the 
thousand am! odd votes cast for me out of the 
smal! yote polled, every one represents a per- 
gona! frieand—and that is no Small gratification. 
Besides this, I feel very keenly the manner in 
Which scores of gentlemen have come to me 
and assured me that they feel my defeat as 
acutely asifit were a personal matter with 
them. Again, [ have had numerous messages 
froin my former colleagues in the last legisla- 
ture, and they express their regrets at my de- 
feat in such a way and with so much sympathy 
that it enables me to gather some consolation 
from defeat. As an example of these 
I will read you -one from the Hon. 
Joe Lamar, of Augusta, who is well known as 
one of the most brilliant orators and most 
well-equipped legislators in the last house. 
He says: 

My Dear Jim: I am not able to say what my 
disappointment and regret are. It is almost like 
a personal defeat to learn that you were not 
nominated in the primaries yesterday. I felt so 
Fure that you would be sent back to the house 


from Fulton that it never occurred to me that 
you were in any danger from the many combina- 


tions being formed; and feeling sure, as I do, that 
it was only such a state of things that defeated 
you. | want to write just this line to you—that 
those who knew you best in the house wi!! be most 
disappointed at your defeat. I cannot begin to 
lay how deeply Lregretit. Your friend, 
J. R. LAMAR. 

“Well,’’ Mr. O’Neill continued, ‘‘whena 
man receives such expressions of regret from 
men of such ability, it takes away half of the 
sting of defeat and renders it almost a victory 
in itself. Such expressions encourage me, and 
would have a tendency to lighten the burden 
of defeat with any man. It may be that at 
some future time these good friends may have 
a chance to show their fealty, 
but for the present I am § satisfied 
and content with the way things have 
gone, and Iam perfectly satisfied with the 
verdict of the people.

CAILIE BUSH, A PENITENTIARY 
CONVICT, DROWNS HERSELF, 


A Weird Story in Her Life and Death—An 
Accessory to a Murder—Her Body 
Was Recovered. 


Callie Bush, the only white woman in the 
Georgia penitentiary, suicided yesterday.

GRAYSVILLE, Ga., July 18.—Colonel John R. 
Towers, Principal Keeper: Callie Bush dro 
herself today. Body recovered. See letter. 

W. 8. Tyson, 
Superintendent Graysville Penitentiary. 

A terrible story is told in those few words— 
the fitting end of a wild and wasted life. 

The only white woman in the Georgia peni- 
tentiary! 

Pardoned -out—her shame and her misery 
thrown off like a garment! 


Dead! 

Callie Bush had served more than a year on 
a fifteen years’ sentence for murder in Dade 
county. She was merely an accessory, the 
principal being her sweetheart, John Pyburn, 
who is now serving a life sentence. 

The woman was well known in Dade and 
the surrounding counties before that murder 
was committed. 

She wasan abandoned character, but with 
some redeeming traits, and it is said that no 
hungry man or woman was ever turned away 
from her cabinin the mountains. She was a 
famous nurse, a capital guide, and could ride 
and shoot better than most men. 

She was called a gypsy by many of her 
neighbors, from her restless and out-of-door 
life and passionate disposition. 

Her part in the murder was prompted by 
her love for John Pyburn. 

Not many days ago she remarked to one of 
the guards at the camp: 

‘I'd rather be dead than to be penned up 
this way, and I can’t stand it much longer.” 

‘*Where do you suppose you would go to if 
you got out that way ?’’ asked another convict. 

‘To h—1!”’ was the quick reply. 

Her position amongst the convicts, being 
the only white woman, was a peculiar one, 
and not without some savage dignity and con- 
sequence. 

Some interest is felt in the disposition of her

The Particulars. 


GRAYSVILLE, Ga., July 18.—[{Special.}—This 
morning, about 10 a. m., Callie Bush, a white 
woman and convict at the Graysville peniten- 
tiary, was missing. She was traced to the Chick- 
amauga river, which is just in the rear of the 
penitentiary. In her apartment anote was found, 
under the pillow, stating her intention to commit 
suicide. She was sentenced from Dade county 
for fifteen years for manslaughter, and 
she was about eighteen years old 
and was the only white woman in a 
Georgia penitentiary During herimprisonment, 
she has conducted herself in such a way as not to 
give the superintendent any trouble, and seemed 
to be contented in her prison life. In fact, she has 
never had to be corrected for any misconduct. 

After Captain Tyson, the superintendent, found 
the note he was satisfied she had drowned herself. 
He at once began dragging the river, and 
soon found her body in about: twenty feet of 
theland. A coroner’s july was legally empaneled, 
and their verdict was voluntary suicide by drown- 
ing without any known cause.

NEW YORK, July 18.—The damage to the 
Western Union building in this city by fire this 
morning destroyed the means of communieation 
with the outside world tb a great extent, and 
brokers this morning found themselves with no 
mheans of getting business except from those cus- 
tomers who happened to be in the city.

A COUNTERFEITING CASE REFORE 
COMMISSIONER HWAIGUT. 

The Deputy Collectors Busy Pulling in the 
Mountain Mooushiners—Lots of Mlicit 
Distilling in Georgia. 

The moonshiners are engaging the fall at- 
tention of the deputy collector of Georgia 
these hot, midsummer days. 

Every day brings three cr four reports of 
peizures to the collector’s office, and there was 
mever such an extent of illicit distilling in 
Georgia and Alabama before. 

Deputy Collectors Nelson and Hethering, in 
company with United States Mar- 
shal Corbett, have just returmed 
from a raid in Taylor county where they seized 
upon two very large distilleries. No arrests 
were made, but the amountof beerand whisky 
captured is very large. 

{t is said that there are several other illicit 
distilleries in this section which will next claim 
the attention of the revenue officers. 

Deputy Collectors Ware and Spence have 
reported the capture of one of the largest _dis- 
tilleries that has been disclosed this year, in 
the mountains of northeast Georgia, 

The distillery was found in the Blue Ridge 
mountains, about ten miles from Clarkesville, 
fin Habersham county. 

The ofticers succeeded, with but little dlfi- 
culty in capturing the distillery and all of its 
fixtures, which incluled a_ sixty gallon 
copper still, seven hundred gallons of beer 
and fifty gallons of wine. 

The distillery was well equipped, and was 
snugly hidden in one of the remotest valleys 
of the Tallu!ah mountains. 

No arrests were made, as the owners of the 
distillery were absent. 

COMMISSIONER HAIGHT’S COURT, 
homas Dunweody, a negro charged with 
palming off counterfeit money, Was arraigned 
before Commissioner Will Haight yesterday. 

Howard Garner, the prosecutor of the case, 
swore that he had been cheated by Dutwoody 
by having him pass a counterfeit half dollar on 
him for two silver quarters in making change. 

Another witness testified that he had been 
given a counterfeit dollar by Dunwoody 
while the latter was trading in his store. 

The two pieces of counterfeit money were 
in court as evidence, but. one of the wit- 
nesses failed to recognize, with accuracy, the 
counterfeit dollar as the one passed upon him, 
and the other prosecutor told such a faint 
story of evidence against the prisoner that 
Commissioner Haight discharged him. 

Two retail cases also came before Commis- 
sioner Haight’s court, against James W. Baker 
and Robert Scoot. 

They were both charged with retailing 
whisky without license, and both were bound 
ever to appear before the United States court.

| SOUTHERN DENTISTS. 


THEY HOLD THEIR LAST AND MOST 
IMPORTANT SESSION. 


The Convention Adjourns to Meet Next Year 
at Morehead City—A Great Scheme 
Discussed. 


The southern dentists have dispersed, after 
ho!ding their last session of the convention. 

They met, for the last time during the 
twenty-second annual convention, yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock in the hall of the Young 
Men’s Christian association building. 

The meeting was called to order by Prosi- 
dent'J. C. Story, and the dentists went to 
work with a hearty zest after the revelry ve 
their banquet the night before. 

The committee on resolutions offered a reso! 
lution of thanks to the committee on arrange- 
ments, to the local-dentists, and to the citizens 
of Atlanta, for=the cordial welcome and 
cabundant hospitality accorded them, The 
resolution was passed by a unanimous vote. 

TO RUILD A HOME. 

A resolution was also reported favorably by 
the committeo providing for the building of a 
Southern Dental home under the auspices of 
the association. 

This resolution embodied the most gigantic 
scheme ever yet hit upon by the association 
and called forth a warm and enthusiastie dis- 
cussion. 

Everybody was in favor of it. 

The sentiment of the meeting designed that 
the dental home should be builtin some de- 
sirable place where the southern dentists could 
spend several weeks in summer, mutually 
studying the. advancement in their art and 
profession, and exchanging ideas in practical 
dentistry. 

The measure was discussed by almost every 
member of the association, and the result was 
the unanimous adoption of the resolution. 

A committee, consisting of the president of 
the association and the executive committec, 
and aiso of one member from each southern 
stato, to make investigation as to tho cost of 
the home, and a suitable place for building it, 
was appointed. 

The committee will report at the next mect- 
ing of the association. 

It is probable that the home will be built at 
some place in the mountains of North Caro- 
lina, 

ELECTING NEW OFFICERS. 

The matter ef electing new officers came up 
and resulted as follows: 

For president, Doctors Stubblefield, of Nash- 
ville; G. F.\S. Wright, of Georgetown; 8. C. ; 
R. K. Luckie, of Holly Springs, Miss., and 
Gordon White were nominated. Dr. Luckie 
and Dr. Stubblefield declined to run, and Dr. 
G. F. S. White, of South Carolina, was elected 
president on the first ballot. 

Dr. R. K. Luckie, of Holly Springs, Miss., 
was elected first vice-president; W. H. Rich- 
ards, of Knoxville, second vice-president, and 
L. P. Dotterer, third vice-president. 

Dr. B. R. Stubbietield, of Nashville, was re- 
elected corresponding secretary, and Dr. M. C. 
Marshall, of Little Rock, Arkansas, was re- 
elected recording secretary. 

Dr. H. D. Beach, of Clarkesville, Tenn., was 
re-elected treastrer. 

Dr. V. IE Turner, of Raleigh, N. C.; ‘and 
Dr. B. A. Muckinfuss; of Charleston, S. C., 
were elected members of the executive com- 
mittee. 

Chattanooga and Moorehead City were 
nominated as places for holding 
the next convention. Moorehead City re- 
ceived the largest number of votes and was 
declared the next place for holding the meet- 
ing 
The convention then adjourned until the 
7th of August, 1891.
